Invited by the 
newspaper as panelists to question 
the candidates, the three were David 
Hastings, of 18 Fleming Ave., Lorene 
Comeau, of Argilla Road, and Jan 
Burkholder, of 1 Stafford Lane.

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Enrollment down, acceptance letters out at’Phillips Academy

Phillips Academy, long considered 
one of the top private schools in the 
country, will apparently become 
even more selective over the next 
five years, beginning with the cur- 
rent selection process. 

But that will probably come as 
small solace to rejected applicants 
over the next week. The private 
school sent out its acceptance letters 
today, March 10, according to Nina 
Scott, public information director at 
Phillips. There were approximately 
2,200 applicants this year, she said. 


The number of applicants was up 
approximately 10 percent over last 
year, and the number of day-student 
applicants had increased by 18 per- 


cent, according to Ms, Scott. 

“There’s always a very high num- 
ber of Andover students who apply,” 
said Jane Fried, dean of admissions. 

However, while more students are 
trying to get in, the number actually 
accepted is beginning to decrease. 

Enrollment at the school will be 
reduced by 100 students over five 
years as part of a long-term plan 
adopted by the trustees this summer, 
said Ms. Fried. Trustees and faculty 
members worked on the long-term 
plan for about a year before this sum- 
mer’s adoption, she said. The num- 
ber of students at Phillips will drop 
from the current level of approxi- 
mately 1,200 students to approxi- 
mately 1,100 five years from now. 

Though the numbers of both 


boarders and day-students will be 
decreased, the percentage of day stu- 
dents as a portion of the class will 
drop from 24 to 22 percent. 

“Twenty-two percent because 
Andover is a boarding school,” with 
a seven-day curriculum, said Ms. 
Fried. “I also think it’s important 
that to be a day student you can only 
apply from certain towns.” 


Residents of 19 nearby towns, 
including Andover, are the only eli- 
gible day-student applicants. 

The key reason for the decision to 
reduce total enrollment is to improve 
residential life, according to school 
officials. 

“Right now every single bed on 
campus is taken, plus some,” said

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nel reduction for about 4,400 peo- 
ple, or 7 percent of the company’s 
worldwide population,” accord- 
ing to Elizabeth H. Allen, vice 
president of corporate relations 
for Raytheon. 

Ms. Allen would not specify 
the exact number of employees to 
be moved to Andover, but said 
the restructuring will result in 
2,125 layoffs worldwide, and 1,037 
of those layoffs will be in Mas- 
sachusetts. 

The Lowell plant that will 
close currently has 2,600 employ- 
ees and many of those jobs will 
be moved to Andover, Ms. Allen 
said. 

“The work is being trans- 
ferred to Andover,” she said. 

The Norwood plant has 311 
jobs and Northboro just 11. If all 
of the 1,087 Massachusetts layoffs 
were to come from those three 
plants, that would still leave 
1,885 jobs to move to Andover. 
Whatever number of employees 
move down from the Manch- 
ester, N.H., plant, which employs 
more than 200 people, would be 
in addition to that. 

“We're moving a fair amount 
into Andover,” Ms. Allen said.

WOR SSN 
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Congressman Meehan leads Dems. 
here in reducing-deficit votes 


U.S. Rep. Marty Meehan, D-Lowell, 
leads New England Democrats in vot- 
ing for spending cuts to reduce the fed- 
eral deficit, the Concord Coalition 
announced recently. 

The group, founded by former sena- 
tors Paul Tsongas and Warren Rud- 
man, included Rep. Meehan on its 
House of Representatives “honor roll,” 
ranking him eighth among all 
Democrats for his 1993 votes to reduce 
the nation’s debts and in the top 10 per- 
cent of all 435 members of both parties. 


Jonathan Edwards, state director of 


the Massachusetts Concord Coalition, 
said voters should “applaud” the diffi- 
cult stances that Rep. Meehan and oth- 
ers on the honor roll took over the past 
year. 

The Concord Coalition’s scorecard, 
“Tough Choices - Who Made Them 
and Who Didn’t,” ranks all 5385 mem- 
bers of the U.S.House of Representa- 
tives and Senate according to their 1993 
voting record on key deficit-reduction 
votes. It considered more than a dozen 
votes Rep. Meehan and other House 


members took, including the presi- 
dent’s deficit-reduction package, re- 
inventing government cuts and the 
Penny-Kasich amendment that would 
have reduced the deficit by more than 
$90 billion over five years. 

Rep. Meehan noted that many of the 
votes he took involved tough, but nec- 
essary, choices. 

“The budget deficit is one of the 
greatest threats to our country’s eco 
nomic stability and is hindering our 
ability to compete with other nations. 
Although the president and Congress 
are enacting measures that could drop 
the deficit to its lowest point in six 
years, we must chart a course toward a 
balanced budget,” he said. “I will con- 
tinue to vote in 1994 for the long over- 
due cuts in spending that will ensure 
that future generations of Americans 
have a country worth inheriting.” 

Rep. Meehan tied Rep. Peter Bluet, a 
Shrewsbury Republican, with a 89 per- 
cent score, for the top grade in the 12 
member Massachusetts congressional 
delegation.

“They closed basically because 
they haven't been able to keep pace 
with the large off-price stores that 
have been moving into the area,” 
Larry Plavnick of Salem, Mass., 
attorney for the business, said Mon- 
day. 

New England Stores, which at one 
time had six stores in the region, also 
closed the other two of its last three 
stores, in Peabody and Salem, Mass., 
on Feb, 25. The other stores, in 
Saugus, Ipswich and Lynn, closed 
earlier. 


“The company’s out of business,” 
Mr. Plavnick said. 

New England Stores was a family- 
owned business, first owned by John 
Siegelman Sr. and handed down to 
his son, John Siegelman Jr., accord- 
ing to Mr. Plavnick. The younger Mr. 
Siegelman is referring all calls about 
the stores’ closing to Mr. Plavnick. 

New England Stores still had “a 
few years” left on a multi-year lease 
on the Shawsheen Plaza property, 
but will forfeit that lease as part of its 
settlement with creditors, Mr. 
Plavnick said. The business will sell 
off its remaining inventory and dis- 
tribute the assets to creditors. It 
should take about a month to clear 
out the Shawsheen Plaza store,

Workers who regularly contribute to their Individual Retirement 
Accounts (IRA's) are usually well aware that early withdrawal (before 
59%) triggers a ten percent penalty tax over and above the income tax 
that must be paid on the withdrawal. What are the rules governing a 
withdrawal after age 594? Simply put, IRA contributors must begin 
their withdrawals no later than April 1 following the year in which they 
reach the age of 70%. At that time, either the entire amount may be 
withdrawn or the withdrawals may be spread over the contributor's life 
expectancy. To help calculate the correct amounts to be withdrawn 
based on life expectancy, life-expectancy tables published by the 
govemment are available from those who hold the IRA account. These 
usually are rather minimal amounts which don't radically change a 
retirement strategy.

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SCHOOL COMMITTEE CANDIDATE PROFILES

Five people are running for two seats 
on the School Committee in the March 
28 Town Election: incumbents Susan 
Dalton and Susan Jenkins, and chal- 
lengers David Birnbach, Bill Josephson 
and Lloyd Willey. Mr. Josephson and 
Mr. Willey were featured last week. 
Reporter Neil Fater profiles the remain- 
ing three candidates this week. 


David Birnbach 


The box. It is the structure people 
both accept and expect. It is what peo- 
ple are used to, and perhaps limited to, 
because of past experience. If he does 
nothing else with his campaign, said 
David Birnbach, he would like to get 
people to look outside this box for new 
educational options and ideas that can 
improve the system. 

“You have to begin looking more 
creatively at solutions to our problems. 
Spending more money on education 
does not necessarily lead to better edu- 
cation,” he said. “Our challenge as a 
school system is to prepare,the stu- 
dents so that they are able to do well 
when they leave us. We have to equip 
them with the necessary knowledge, 
skills and tools to compete successfully 
in the 21st century.” 

A self-described social liberal and 
fiscal conservative, Mr. Birnbach has 
not yet thrown his support behind the 
schools building project. 

“T’m supporting the need to do it. I 
ultimately may support the $40 million 
option in that it’s the only viable 
option this late in the game,” he said. 
However, supporting the $40 million 
school buildings warrant article 
assumes Andover is utilizing its 
resources and educating its students in 
the best way possible, he said, and he is 
not yet ready to make that assumption. 

Mr. Birnbach said the role of the 
School Committee should be to present 
the pros and cons of several options, to 
explain the costs, and to then leave the 
decision up to the town. 

“The most obvious solution is to 
build bigger buildings and to spend 
more money,” he said. “While that is 
an option, it may not be the best 
option.” 

Mr. Birnbach said he does support 
an expansion project for the elemen- 
tary schools but believes another solu- 
tion to the Andover High School over- 
crowding problem may be worth con- 
sideration. He suggests working with 
parents and educators to determine 
what High School classes are “must- 
haves” and “should-haves” and what 
are only "nice-to-have.” The nice-to- 
have classes, or electives, which are 
not required for graduation would be 
offered on Saturdays for a small fee to 
cover expenses. This would free up 
those classrooms during the week for 
core curriculum courses such as

Park. He lived in 
Andover for 25 years and attended 
schools here before leaving to attend 
graduate school at Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology. He returned to 
Andover last year and works for a 
Cambridge software company. He has 
no children. 

Mr. Birnbach was a member of the 
School Committee from 1985 to 1988 
and helped to attain a $300,000 technol- 
ogy allocation for the schools. He said 
his technology background will be a 
valuable asset in the school’s forthcom- 
ing technology update. 

“Implementing technology-informa- 
tion systems into the classroom will 
not be a trivial matter. Just putting 
computers in the classroom is a too- 
simplistic way of looking at what it is,” 
he said. Mr. Birnbach said staff devel- 
opment is more important to the pro- 
cess than buying a few more new com- 
puters, because if teachers are not 
trained the technology goes unused. 

Mr. Birnbach said he is against open 
enrollment because it will not alleviate 
the elementary-wide problem of over- 
crowding, but supports creating “mod- 
el student profiles,” a policy he differ- 
entiates from the outcome-based educa- 
tion practices of the 1970s. 

“T’m saying we as a school system 
need to know in fairly detailed fashion 
what kids need to know in terms of 
knowledge, needs and skills when they 
graduate from elementary school, 
when they graduate from middle 
school, and when they graduate from 
high school,” he said. 

Overall, Mr. Birnbach said the 
school system is educating its students 
well, 

“T think we are doing a pretty good 
job. The reason I’m getting involved in 
the educational process is because I 
think we’re doing a good job but we 
could be getting better. I don’t think 
the quality of education is going down. 
I think the bar is going up,” he said. 

Mr. Birnbach compared the educa- 
tion bar to the high bar used at track 
meets, While high jumpers with a cer- 
tain technique may be able to clear a 5- 
foot bar, they may need to rethink 
their technique for the 7-foot-high bar 
of international competition. 

“This is such a powerful concept. 
The challenge is to take the filters off, 
to get over that 7-foot bar you can’t 
think in a straight forward way. If we 
only looked at our past experiences 
and our past behavior we could not get 
over the bar. The only way to get over 
the bar is to look outside the box,” he 
said: “It-isn’t that education is getting 


‘worse. Demands are going-up. We have 


a lot of dedicated teachers in Andover 
who are very good at what they do. 
We're doing OK but in the future, in 
my opinion, OK won't be good 
enough.” 


Susan Dalton 


Susan Dalton casts herself as the 
wise, experienced veteran of the School 
Committee. 

As an elected member of town gov- 
ernment since 1976, and as a woman 
seeking her fifth consecutive term on 
the School Committee, she has reason 
to do so. 

“T tend to be less impressed with the 
newest whatever, the newest fill-in-the 
blank,” she said. “I’m not easily stam- 
peded by hysteria or pressure.” 

Her experience will be particularly 
important because of the plethora of 
issues facing the School Committee in 
the coming year, 7 
she said. She will 3 
not take a stand 
until she has all the 
information she 
deems necessary. 

Consequently, 
Ms, Dalton, the cur- 
rent chairwoman 
of the committee, 
has not yet taken a 
definitive stand on 
the issues of out- 
come-based educa- 
tion, the proposed 
technology update, 
and open enrollment. 

“T continue to reserve my judgment 
on both,” she said. “I’m still waiting to 
hear about the (technology) plan. I sup- 
port technology in the system. I am not 
prepared to say I have a position on the 
curriculum plan.” 

She said she will not support or 
oppose the policy of open enrollment 
until it is determined whether or not 
there are any spaces at one elementary 
school into which students from anoth- 
er elementary school can move, 

“T don’t have a problem with open 
enrollment for balancing out the space. 
But first you have to have a knowledge 
of the number of spaces you have,” she 
said. “I’d rather have people mad at me 
because they think I don’t understand 
their problem than have them be mad 
at me because I’m stupid. Each of our 
schools has crowding problems to one 
degree or another.” 

It is the need to balance this over- 
crowding problem with a reasonable 
tax burden that is in part fueling Ms. 
Dalton’s campaign. 

“The reason I chose to run again is 
because I think we are at a crossroads 
in the community and in the school 
system. I’m very conscious of the fact 
that people don’t want their taxes 
increased if at all possible,” she said. 
“Part of the problem is taxes are going 
up and times aren't that great.” 

Having seen long-time residents 
move because of the tax rate, Ms. Dal- 
ton said she wonders if the “fabric of 
Andover is going to change.” But she 
said she supports the school buildings 
project involving additions and reno- 
vations to Andover High, Sanborn and 
South schools as a necessity.

“My impression of what the School 
Building Committee has done (is) | 
don’t think they've been like kids in a 
candy store, that they can get it all at 
the tax-payers’ expense, because they 
are tax-payers,” said Ms. Dalton. “This 
isn’t a want-to. This is a have-to. I 
think the town has to really decide 
what it wants to be. People come here 
because of the school system. I think 
Andover’s always valued education.” 

The $40 million school buildings 
project, if approved at Town Meeting 
and followed by an override, will add 
400 seats to the High School, 141 seats 
to South, and more playing fields and 
parking spaces to all three sites. The 
state will pay for 60 percent of the prin- 
cipal and interest for the project if it is 
submitted by June 1, 1994. School offi- 
cials estimate that $12 million of 
deferred maintenance will be covered 
in the project. 

“T don’t believe that this School 
Building Committee has been 
frivolous,” said Ms. Dalton. 

Ms. Dalton lives at 85 Osgood Street 
with her husband, Charles, and works 
at the law firm of Dalton, Baron, & Lon- 
don. She has three adult sons. Ms. Dal- 
ton has been chairwoman of both the 
Board of Selectman and the School 
Committee. She voted in 1993 to not 
allow condoms to be made available at 
the High School, Regarding the educa- 
tional curriculum, Ms. Dalton said she 
wanted to make sure those students 
who are neither special-needs nor 
Advanced-Placement students are giv- 
en adequate attention. 

“T think we're doing pretty well from 
using the High School results as a yard- 
stick. My continued concern is that we 
are effectively educating all the young: 
sters of Andover,” she said. “One of the 
things the committee needs to explain 
is any and all ways to red flag and pro- 
vide a safety net for the middle-range 
child,” 


Susan Jenkins 

Incumbent Susan Jenkins went 
through the Andover public school sys- 
tem as a child. Her husband went 
through as well. She now has four chil- 
dren within the system, three at 
Andover High School. 

Because of this, one might think that 
she would be very focused on what is 
best for the schools. 
But she’s not. She 
said her concern is 
greater than that; 
she focuses on what 
is best for the whole 
town. 

“T try to main- 
tain a perspective. I 
realize the school § 
system is part of the ji 
town and the town 
is a part of the 
school system,” she 
said. “I am also a 
very strong propo- 
nent of public education. I think we 
need to have a strong public education 
system to maintain our way of life.”

to insert, a school article calling for the 
creation of a town-wide Buildings and 
Grounds Oversight Committee. The 
selectmen did re-open the warrant to 
insert an article regarding land acqui- 
sition. 

Last week, the Buildings and 
Grounds Oversight Committee article 
was the only one of 67 articles not 
placed on the warrant. The article is 
part of a suggested restructuring of the 
municipal maintenance department 
suggested by Mark McQuillan, superin- 
tendent of schools, aimed at providing 
greater cost accountability and better 
services to the schools. 

“T actually had sufficient faith. I 
really had enough faith in the process 
that given sufficient time they (the 
selectmen) would have done the right 
thing,” said Ms. Dalton. “Town Meet- 
ing is the legislative body of the town. 
Selectmen simply became the agent of 
the town when they put the article 
together. To not put an article on the 
warrant simply because they don’t like 
it? The first time I could say they were 
a little overzealous, but the second time 
they were abusive of the process. I 
don’t feel personally offended, but it 
was abusive of the process. I don’t 
remember this issue ever, ever having 
occurred.” 

Private warrant articles require 10 
signatures to be placed on the warrant. 
However, in the past these signatures 
have been waved as a professional 
courtesy to other town boards by the 
selectmen. Under these conditions 
such an article becomes a selectmen’s 
article and they have authority to do 
whatever they wish — including not 
placing the article on the warrant. 

“I’m disappointed. I’m sorry the 
precedent that had been followed in the 
past is no longer” valid, said Susan 
Jenkins, committee member. “I think 
the warrant article had merit. But 
maintaining good relations between 
the school and town sides is very 
important to me.” 

“T told the selectmen that night that 
it was precedent-setting,” said Buzz 
Stapezynski, town manager. “The 
selectmen knew what they were doing. 
It was a conscious decision.” 

Opponents of the article have argued 
that only the town manager has the 
power to restructure municipal main- 
tenance and a Town-Meeting vote 
could at best serve as a recommenda- 
tion. 

Ms. Dalton expressed the most frus- 
tration regarding the town manager’s 
and at least one selectman’s decision to 
not inform her or another School Com- 
mittee member that there was a possi- 
bility the warrant might be opened. 
Had she known that, she said, she 
would have made the article into a pri- 
vate article that would have had to be 
placed on the warrant once the war- 
rant was opened for the land acquisi- 
tion article. 

“I could have gotten 10 signatures 
and they knew that. It goes beyond 
whether they want it in or whether 
they want it at.all. Mr.,Stapezynski 


knew that the School Committee want- 
ed it on. I would have gone out into the 
street and gotten 10 signatures,” said 
Ms. Dalton. “I believe the town manag- 
er would have known that he was 
going to have the (land acquisition) 
warrant article in front of him. Know- 
ing that he chose to suggest to me that I 
not come to the meeting.” 

Mr. Stapczynski did remind the 
selectmen Monday night that he had 
the schools article with him. 

Ms. Dalton and Mr. Stapezynski had 
discussions on both Friday, March 4, 
and Monday, March 7, according to Mr. 
Stapcezynski. Ms. Dalton also spoke 
briefly with Bill Downs and Larry 
Larsen, the latter being the one who 
championed the land acquisition arti- 
cle on behalf of Andover seniors 
groups, at a candidates coffee Satur- 
day. No one informed her that the war- 
rant might be opened for the land 
acquisition article, said Ms. Dalton. 

Mr. Stapezynski said that he and Dr. 
Larsen had discussed the possibility of 
the land acquisition article on Friday. 

Mr. Stapezynski and the selectmen 
said Ms. Dalton was looking to see from 
her conversation with them if the 
selectmen would insert the article onto 
the warrant, because she did not want 
to attend the meeting if they were not. 

“She asked that the board consider 
putting it on and she only wanted to 
come to the meeting if the board was 
interested in putting it on. But it 
looked to me on Monday that it was not 
going to be placed on,” said Mr. 
Stapezynski, who had talked with the 
selectmen. “She didn’t want to engage 
in a fight with the board. We have too 
many other issues here,” 

Mary Lyman, School Committee 
member, also said that it appeared the 
article was a dead issue from conversa- 
tions with town employees Monday 
morning. 

Dr. Larsen said the schools’ warrant 
article was not addressed at Monday’s 
meeting because no school representa- 
tive was present. 

“My understanding was that they 
were going to be present and they 
weren't. Personally, I would have put it 
on there,” he said. “When no one was 
there it just simply wasn’t going to 
come up.” 

School Committee members said 
that it had been left that Ms. Dalton 
would attend the meeting if necessary. 

“T’m really disappointed in this lack 
of communication. It appears to be 
more than a lack of communication. It 
appears to be a purposeful circumven- 
tion. It’s an example of complete dis- 
courtesy,” said Ms. Dalton. 

Last week, prior to the selectmen’s 
decision to exclude the buildings and 
grounds article from the warrant, Mr. 
Stapczynski requested that Dr. McQuil- 
ian withdraw the article from consider- 
ation. Dr. McQuillan did not. 


“Did I ask the selectmen to with- 
draw the article? No. I went right to the 
applicant himself,” said Mr. Stapezyns- 
ki. “I’m not sure whether this was an 
issue of whether the selectmen opened 


the. warrant.or not, I think with respect.

Somewhere along the line, the war- 
rant article seeking creation of a 
town-wide Buildings and Grounds 
Oversight Committee became a politi- 
cal football — and this week the issue 
became further inflated. 

But at the center of this game is the 
important issue of maintenance 
accountability and delivered services. 
Jim Brightney, municipal mainte- 
nance director, is the man in the mid- 
dle of all this. 

He said he is a worker, not a politi- 
cian, but when pushed he admits he is 
against the schools-sponsored article. 

“From what I am trying to do, the 
committee would encumber me at 
this point,” he said. “In the day-to-day 
operations a committee would encum- 
ber me dramatically. Hindsight’s the 
greatest thing in the world and that’s 
what committees are loaded with - 
hindsight.” 

Mr. Brightney said he was not con- 
sulted by selectmen when they made 
their decision to exclude the schools- 
sponsored article from the warrant. 

“I wasn’t asked. If I'm not asked, I 
don’t give my opinion,” he said. “But 
it wouldn’t be right for me to say 
someone shouldn't put the article in. 
In a democracy, people have the right 
to put it in. They should be entitled to 
ite 

Mark McQuillan, superintendent 
of schools, said one of the reasons he 
submitted the article as part of a 
restructuring plan was to make the 
maintenance department more 
responsive to schools’ needs. He said 
there are times when he cannot get 
information that he needs. 

Members of the Board of Selectmen 
have suggested an agreement could be 
reached without a warrant article, 
and do not want an article to usurp 
what they feel is the town manager’s 
rightful power over the municipal 
maintenance department. 

A key concern of school officials is 
that they are charged accurately for 
the work done on the schools, in part 
because stricter cost accountability 


to the seniors, the selectmen saw a val- 
ue to opening the warrant. I think it 
had to do with the relative merit of 
each article.” 

“T was on the Board of Selectmen for 
six years. I’ve never heard anything so 
preposterous in my whole life,” said 
Ms. Dalton.

Ms. Dalton said that she might con- 
sider collecting 200 signatures to create 
a Special Town Meeting that would 
occur within the Town Meeting 
expressly to vote on this issue. 

“At this moment I think I’d want to 
be guided by my colleagues. I’m one- 
fifth of the board. Personally, I think it 
would be a good idea to defend the pro- 
cess,” she said. “But what am I going to 
do? Sit here and complain? No. We 
have too many things to do. I don’t 
want to. muddy the water between now

standards are required under the 
Education Reform Act of 1993. Last 
year the schools were charged 75 per- 
cent of the total maintenance cost 
because they put in 75 percent of the 
work orders. 

This year Mr.-Brightney said he 
has a computer system in place to 
give an exact cost to each work order 
completed by his department. Approx- 
imately 2 percent of work requests are 
handled by outside contractors.

School officials have also raised the 
issue of whether an appropriate 
amount of work orders are completed 
by the maintenance department. Dr. 
McQuillan compiled the work orders 
for December and reported to the 
committee that only 21 percent of the 
total school work orders that month 
were completed. 

Mr. Brightney and Town Manager 
Buzz Stapezynski said a much higher 
number of work orders had actually 
been completed, but the paperwork 
had not been processed. Mr. Bright- 
ney said he put out a memo this week 
calling for more timely submission of 
the paperwork. 

School work orders from December 
were made available by the town this 
week. According to this data there 
were 204 total requests submitted, and 
24, or approximately 11.8 percent, are 
still pending action. Mr. Brightney 
said more may have been completed 
since the file was last updated and 
paperwork may have been over- 
looked. 


Using the data available from these 
orders the Townsman has deter- 
mined: 

- Approximately 43.1 percent of the 
completed December work orders 
were handled the same day they were 
submitted. 

- Twenty of the completed work 
orders, just shy of 10 percent, took 
more than one month to complete. 

+ The average time to complete a 
work order was approximately 9.1 
days. 


and Town Meeting.” 

Other school and town officials tried 
to extend an olive branch with the near 
future in mind. 

“T personally do not want to pursue 
it further. My reasons now are it is a 
political thing.

lem with people who move into town 
from other areas, which adds diversity. 

Mr. Cutichia said he would rather 
have nobody have to be excluded. 
Right now a great number of people are 
being excluded because there is not 
enough housing. He would like to cre- 
ate more opportunities for them. 
Housing density vs. open space 

Mr, Hastings questioned the candi- 
dates on the issues of birth right and 
density - the amount of housing at a 
site — stating that his own philosophy 
is that “a family’s more important than 
a tree.” 

“There has to be a balance,” Ms. 
Werner said. 

Explosive growth in West Andover 
has to be better planned, she said. 

Mr. Cutichia said the density issue 
is not really a Housing Authority issue, 
but a Planning Board issue. But he said 
the rights of people who buy property 
in a one-acre zoning should be protect- 
ed when considering building cluster 
subdivisions in those areas. 

“We're building bigger houses on 
smaller lots and giving swamp land to 
the town,” Mr. Cutichia said. “But we 
didn’t follow through with the process. 
They aren't building affordable hous- 
ing on these half-acre lots.” 

Mr. Cutichia thinks it’s important to 
continue to save green space. 

“T think we have to broaden our look 
at what affordable housing is,” Mr. 
Cutichia said. 

Ms. Werner said she is not from 
Andover and was raised in a “diversi- 
fied neighborhood” in New Haven, 
Conn. “This is probably the most sub- 
urban area I've ever lived in.” 

She said she appreciates people as a 
resource in a community as well as 
open space, and said she understands 
and appreciates the need for both. 

“It’s not a great deal of land needed,” 
for housing, she said. 

Ms. Werner, herself a single mother 
who receives rental subsidies from the 
state, said many people in need of pub- 
lic housing are not looking for a whole 
house of their own. 

“lve always lived in an apartment 
all my life. I would be overwhelmed 
with the challenges of taking care of a 
house,” she said. 

Waiting lists 

Ms. Comeau asked what the candi- 
dates would do about the huge public- 
housing waiting lists. 

Ms. Werner said the best way to 
address the waiting-list problem is a 
program already in use here, a self-suf- 
ficiency program where recipients of 
housing subsidies are limited to five 
years in the program, then must move 
on, freeing up their spot for others. 

Andover has 25 participants in these 
programs right now, Ms. Werner said. 

Mr. Cutichia sees a need for housing 
that gives Andover’s young people, sin- 
gles or families, an opportunity to live 
here. In his 14 years on the fire depart- 
ment, he has seen members move away 
from town. The only young people 
from Andover who live here are either 
those like himself, who have family 


homes here, or who bought in the ’70s. 

“My firefighters cannot afford to 
move into town,” Mr. Cutichia said. 

Cost is a major obstacle to adding 
more public housing units, Mr. 
Cutichia said. Land in Andover is very 
expensive. He also said Andover's rep- 
utation as an affluent community has 
caused it to be denied certain funding 
for public housing programs. The not- 
in-my-back yard attitude against build- 
ing public housing in certain neighbor- 
hoods has also been evident in 
Andover, Mr. Cutichia said. 

The town needs more housing for 
seniors, he said, but added that is not a 
state priority right now. 

Priorities and goals 

The Housing Authority budget has a 
reserve for emergencies, currently 
about $375,000, said Mr. Cutichia. The 
authority is mandated by the state to 
maintain a certain amount of money 
per unit in case of an emergency need, 

But Mr. Cutichia would want to take 
a close look at that money to make sure 
there isn’t money that could be used to 
address some of the maintenance prob- 
lems in the public housing units. 

Maintaining existing stock is the 
most important and immediate issue at 
the Housing Authority right now, 
according to Mr. Cutichia. 

Modernization priorities that the 
Housing Authority needs to attend to, 
according to Mr. Cutichia, include de- 
leading; removal of underground heat- 
ing-oil tanks, and attending to health 
and safety issues. 

Ms. Werner agreed that mainte- 
nance issues are the “very big issues.” 

Panelists asked candidates what 
they would like to accomplish in a five- 
year term. 

Ms. Werner’s goals are to get a bond 
bill for public housing maintenance 
money through the Legislature, raise 
safety standards in existing housing, 
encourage more participation with the 
rest of the town, and give the town a 
better understanding of affordable 
housing needs. 

Mr. Cutichia would maintain and 
ensure existing housing stock is in 
good and safe condition, give the com- 
munity a better understanding of what 
the Housing Authority is, and make 
residents more aware of housing 
issues. 

Pro-active 

Ms. Comeau asked the candidates 
how the Housing Authority could be 
more pro-active on housing issues for 
the low income and elderly, and if it 
should be. 

Mr. Cutichia said the slumping 
economy in the last several years is 
one reason the Housing Authority has 
not addressed the issue of additional 
public housing units. 

Ms. Comeau conceded that is at least 
partly true, but said the state is looking 
for public and private partnerships for 
housing projects. Mr. Cutichia said 
Sutton Pond in North Andover is a 
good example of a private developer 
working with the state on creative 
financing. 

Mr. Hastings said the Housing

a classroom without violating fire 
codes — among other things.”

Public safety 

Mr, Cutichia said he brings a public 
safety aspect to the board because of 
his job as a firefighter. As an example, 
he pointed to several issues at Stowe 
Court, one of the town’s elder housing 
facilities, which is wood-framed and 
where the hallways were built only 
three and half feet wide. “Our stretcher 
doesn’t make the corners,” he said.

The Board of Selectmen has over- 
stepped its bounds and charge. By not 
placing on the warrant the schools- 
superintendent-sponsored and School- 
Committee-backed article creating a 
Buildings and Grounds Oversight 
Committee, the selectmen have abused 
their power. 

This is about maintenance and the 
poor conditions at some of the schools 
that somehow were allowed to occur 
over the years. Naturally, school offi- 
cials want to make sure the deplorable 
conditions that have existed in some 
schools never again happen. So they 
‘sought to change the way maintenance 
is accomplished in the schools by ask- 
ing Town Meeting to approve the cre- 
ation of a town-wide Buildings and 
Grounds Oversight Committee. Voters 
could only recommend the creation of 
such a committee; the town manager 
has the final authority in its creation. 

Whether such a committee is, the 
best way to go is not the point here. 
The point is that, as School Committee 
chairwoman Susan Dalton put it, 
“Town Meeting is the legislative body 
of the town.” The selectmen have 
‘stepped in the path of letting the voters 
decide. If they and the town manager 
were concerned that the Buildings and 
Grounds Oversight Committee was 
not the best way to address mainte- 
nance issues, fine, they too could have 
their say at Town Meeting, in this 
newspaper, and at their own meetings. 

But instead, they pulled power on 
other town officials: Superintendent 
Mark McQuillan and school board 
members. Monday they said to 

_seniors, we hear you, we will give you 
your warrant article for land for your 
senior center. In fact, they opened the 
warrant for seniors, adding to the 
recent chaos of opening and closing 
the warrant and ignoring warrant- 
closing dates. But to school officials, 
they said no, we know best, and your 
suggestion for such a committee won’t 
be allowed to come before the voters; 
we will decide for them because we 
know best. 

That is an abuse of power, and even 
the town manager admits that the 
board’s action was precedent-setting. 
Now the School Committee, and other 
boards for that matter, should and 
probably will make sure their articles 
make it to Town Meeting by collecting 
10 signatures to ensure placement on 
the warrant. ,

Do you remember how I wrote in 
this space last week about how I have 
it all together? You know, about how 
organized I am, or at least how to get 
organized. Well, you know how 
sometimes you 
think you’ve got 
it all together and 
then you get paid 
back? 

Well, that’s 
what happened to 
me Sunday. I 
mean, I am sort 
of kidding when I 
say that the 
unfortunate 
evening was sent , 
to me as payment for writing last 
week about how good I am at being 
organized.

It was 9 p.m. or so. My husband 
was out, practicing with his chorale 
group.

(Imagine the eerie music, 
please.) Two feet or more of 
unplowed snow made it impossible 
to open the gate to the chain-link 
fence that encloses our back yard.

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Accountability for 
added school funds 


Editor, Townsman: 

My wife and I chose to move to 
Andover nine years ago not only for 
the physical and natural beauty of this 
town, but as young parents, primarily 
for the schools. There were many less 
expensive choices to be had in sur- 
rounding communities where the air is 
just as clean and the trees and grass 
grow just as green, but public schools 
are where a town makes its major 
statement about its values and beliefs, 
as well as its hopes and aspirations for 
the future. 

As our children grow older and as 
High School looms ever closer for my 
oldest child, we naturally do what most 
Andover parents do at this time and 
revisit our educational motivation for 
moving here, along with consideration 
of private school at this point in the 
educational path. I will admit to you 
that although I feel the Andover school 
system is good, I do feel it could be bet- 
ter and probably has been in the past. I 
am very supportive of the warrant arti- 
cle for spending to add space to our 
school facilities. I did not grow up in 
crowded schools even though my par- 
ents’ generation was far less affluent. It 
seems that they always found a way to 
provide for these things for their chil- 
dren and now I cannot honestly do less 
for my children. 

However, I want strict accountabili- 
ty in the use of these additional funds, 
as well as a line item on my tax bill, as 
recently advocated by School Commit- 
tee candidate Lloyd Willey, telling me 
exactly what portion of my taxes relate 
to this special need to fund additional 
space in the schools so that taxes do not 
just continue to creep upward because 
other expenses are thrown in or 
because sufficient controls are not in 
place. 

I also feel that when we go hat-in- 
hand for extra dollars to the taxpayers, 
that we make sure we are using the tax 
dollars we currently have for the 
schools adequately and with sufficient 
controls to maximize their result. I can

OBE enhances 
students’ self-esteem 


Editor, Townsman: 

A recent letter in the Townsman 
took issue with the concept of Outcome 
Based Education because it supposedly 
rejects academics and focuses on psy- 
chological issues such as self-esteem. It 
is time that somebody educates 
Andover residents about the impor- 
tance of focusing on self-esteem in the 
schools and that it isn’t done at the 
expense of curriculum. In fact, it often 
enhances the curriculum and increases 
understanding by making the content 
relevant to students’ lives. 

Very simply put, children, and 
adults, who have a sense of self-worth 
are more satisfied, experience a sense 
of purpose and subsequently do not 
smoke, abuse drugs, alcohol or commit 
suicide. Andover parents who believe 
that those problems do not exist here 
are in denial. The recent suicides of 
three teens have forced us into the real- 
ization that we as a community have 
got to take action. We have a major 
problem with self-esteem in this com- 
munity and I believe that the schools, 
as well as parents must take responsi- 
bility for addressing this problem. 

Many residents are concerned about 
addressing the issue of self-esteem 
because they believe that do to so one 
must give undeserved praise in a 
watered-down curriculum. As an edu- 
cational consultant who travels all 
over the region speaking to educators 


and parents about self esteem, I feel | 
- ‘qualified to tell’ AndoVer*residents 


what a high self-esteem classroom and 
school looks like. 

First of all, in a school that fosters 
self-esteem, all children experience a 
sense of security in their learning envi- 
ronment. Students are aware of the 
rules and they understand why we 
need them, so they are more willing to 
abide by them. Since they feel safe, 
children are more willing to risk ask- 
ing questions and feel comfortable in 
giving their opinions in group discus- 
sions because they know that this is a 
“no put-down” environment where 
teachers and students respect each oth- 
er, Students also feel safe in the halls 
because they know that harassment of 
any kind will not be tolerated. 

In a school that fosters self-esteem, 
teachers help students recognize their 
strengths so they can capitalize on 
them and teach them strategies to 
improve their weaknesses. Students 
then begin to have a feeling of power in 
their own lives, are more willing to 
take action towards self improvement 
and to take responsibility for their 
school work. 

A sense of affiliation and belonging 
has been cited by psychiatrists and psy- 
chologists for years as a basic human 
need. Schools that focus on self-esteem 
recognize this and provide opportuni- 
ties for students to meet that need. This 
is done by providing children with 
opportunities to interact with their 


peers through group work, class dis- + 


cussion and after-school activities. Fur- 
thermore, schools that build a sense of 
belonging encourage service to others, 

Research demonstrates that people 
who set goals are more likely to 
achieve success than people who don't. 
In a high self-esteem school, students 
are encouraged to set academic goals 
and to create an action plan to achieve 
those goals, The teacher then takes on 
the role of coach in helping the stu- 
dents achieve their goals. Students are 
also given the tools to solve problems 
and to recognize the consequences of 
their choices both in their school life 
and personal life, Schools that foster 
self-esteem also recognize competence, 
not only academic competence, but 
strengths in other areas such as sports 
achievement, citizenship and all other 
arenas that students excel. 


Danvers public schools have been 
implementing the Outcome Based Edu- 
cation model for several years. I have 
had the honor to work with the staff on 
the issue of self-esteem. Our focus has 
been to create a classroom environ- 
ment that fosters self-esteem and our 
ultimate goal is to achieve this through 
enhancing the curriculum, not water- 
ing it down. Furthermore OBE isn't 
just about improving self-esteem, it is 
extremely focused on improving the 
curriculum based on research and 
effective past practice. During my 
observations and listening to teacher 
discussions, I heard questions asked 
like, “Is what we are doing getting us 
the results we want?” It is time that 
Andover start asking the same ques- 
tion. is 


As an educator for 24 years, a con- 
sultant for three years and a mother of 
two children, one who has recently 
completed Andover High School, I can 
tell you that Andover has a lot of work 
to do to improve the system and that 
OBE would be an effective framework 
in which to do so.

I read with interest the recent letter 
from Jan Johnston describing the rea- 


sons why she supports the candidacy of 


Lloyd Willey in the upcoming election 
for a seat on the School Committee. 
While I have no reason to doubt Mr. 
Willey’s qualifications, her letter does 
raise some issues that I feel should be 
addressed. 

I believe that Dr. McQuillan’s initia- 
tive to set up citizen committees to 
advise the School Committee has been 
most useful. One can only look as far 
back as the recent tenures of Andres 
Salazar and Dick Hubbell to remember 
two members of the Schoo! Committee 
who immersed themselves in the finan- 
cial issues within the school system. 
For each of them, this was a monumen- 
tal task which made it almost impossi- 
ble to also have time and energy to 
focus on the broad philosophical issues 
which School Committee members 
must address. I seriously doubt that 
anyone can do both. 

With regard to the two incumbent 
members of the committee who seek re- 
election, both Susan Jenkins and 
Susan Dalton provide the committee 
(and the town) with institutional mem- 
ory of the mission of the school depart: 
ment and awareness of how it is that 
current school department activities 
and procedures have evolved in the last 
20 years, Neither believes that “this is 
the way we should do it because this is 
the way we have always done it” and 
each has brought a “don’t forget the 
forest for the trees” aspect to commit- 
tee deliberations. Even with her broad 
support throughout the community 
and her years of experience on the 
committee, Susan Dalton was not able 
to lay out the financial needs of the 
school department in such a way as to 
rally the support of Town Meeting to 
support the financial needs of the 
school department when she was chair 
of the committee about six years ago. 

Susan Jenkins has often been the 
one to say “Wait a minute .., what 
about this part of that issue?” in a way 
that has often turned the committee 
deliberations around to a more well- 
thought-out plan. 

We have recently seen the process 
by which the narrow focusing down 
onto financial issues has left the com- 
mittee filled with acrimony in such a

way that Mr. Hubbell lost re-elec- 
tion to his seat. Yet, focusing on 
financial issues is a vital part of 
running the school system and 
the School Committee must be 
directly involved. I would, there- 
fore, suggest to the committee 
that it make the participation of 
the financial advisory committee 
that Mr. Willey heads more 
direct by seating its chair at 
their deliberation table. I know 
that audience participation at 
committee meetings sometimes 
needs to be limited in order to 
move the agenda forward and I 
do feel that both the committee 
and, almost equally importantly, 
the community of concerned res- 
idents who watch committee 
meetings from home, would ben- 
efit from such direct input. Cer- 
tainly voters at Town Meeting 
always find the input of the 
Finance Committee useful in 
their deliberations. Yet, even in 
the months prior to the recent 
override attempt, when the then- 
chair of the Finance Committee 
attended School Committee 
meetings on a regular basis, it 
was almost a full-time job for her 
to get a grasp on the issues 
involved. 

Members of the School Com- 
mittee fulfill their responsibili- 
ties in what must of necessity be 
a part-time job. Yet, they deal 
with the “big picture” issues that 
require them to spend hours on 
the phone, either soliciting com- 
munity input or responding to 
calls from concerned members of 
the community. I believe that 
this represents the core of their 
responsibility in making policy 
for all of us, They make priority 
decisions every year which have 
positive impact on one group at 
the cost of negative impact on 
another group. We expect them 
to be wise; we ought to find a 
way to provide them with com- 
munity input into the finances of 
the school department without 
expecting them to do all the leg- 
work themselves and in a way 
which carries its own “institu- 
tional memory” so that one com- 
mittee member doesn’t have to 
re-invent the wheel that another 
former member invented two 
years previously.

Message to the 
town’s bored teens 


Editor, Townsman: 

I am writing in response to the 
letter to the editor entitled 
“Teen: There’s nothing to do,” 
published in the Feb. 3 issue of 
the Townsman. I have something 
to say to the author of this letter 
and to all of the teens that claim 
“boredom” as a reason for many 
of their problems and blame the 
town for not providing the 
answers. I address this letter to 
all of you. 

I work at Ironstone Farm here 
in town, where each week 150 or 
so people with disabilities come 
to participate in a program 
called Challenge Unlimited — rid- 
ing horses as physical and emo- 
tional therapy. Many of these 
riders are teens. When I read the 
article mentioned above, I 
thought of the CU kids and I 
shook my head in wonderment 
that anyone capable of writing 
these words could be bored with 
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Every day I see youngsters with disabili- 
ties caused by cerebral palsy, spina bifida, 
head injury, stroke, cancer, visual and hear- 
ing impairments, mental illness and emo- 
tional handicaps really struggle with life. I 
see faces with expressions of determination 
and courage, of eagerness at the chance to try 
and of joy at accomplishing the simplest of 
tasks. I see those with handicaps of their own 
spend time each week overcoming physical 
pain to volunteer their time helping others 
even less fortunate than they are. I see young 
people just like you that get up in the morn- 
ing and look in the mirror, just like you do, 
only what they see is another day that may 
very well be painful, tedious and uneventful, 
because they are confined to a wheelchair, or 
because they must depend on someone else 
for all of their activity. But they embrace life 
and they accept whatever challenge is put 
before them because they may never have 
the opportunity to experience such a chal- 
lenge again. 

What do you see when you look in the mir- 
ror? Do you see a body that is all bent out of 
shape and out of control? Do you see a person 
who can’t talk or express himself to his 
friends? Or do you look without seeing at all? 

When I was very young, one day I com- 
plained of being bored. Someone said to me: 
“If you’re bored, then you have to be very 
boring.” I thought about that and have never 
been bored since. At Ironstone Farm, the 
word “bored” is not allowed. There is too 
much to do. Life is not to be wasted on self- 
pity. Life is to be lived. It is not long enough 
for any of us to possibly fit into it all there is 
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to do, to learn, to enjoy. And those of us who 
are fortunate enough to be healthy in mind 
and body have an obligation to ourselves to 
live our lives to their fullest potential. That 
responsibility, my friends, is our own, not 
the town’s, or the schools’ or our families’ or 
anyone elses. 

So, to all you bored teen-agers out there, I 
have a challenge for you. How about taking 
responsibility for yourself. If you don’t know 
where to start, come to Ironstone Farm as a 
volunteer for Challenge Unlimited. We'll find 
plenty for you to do. Or call one of the many 
other non-profit organizations that need 
help. You might just find an outlet for your 
energies and make a difference in your com- 
munity, instead of complaining about it. 
Take a lesson from your “challenged” coun- 
terparts, face life, head on now. See how 
lucky you really are and stop blaming others 
for your lack of initiative. 

Accept the challenge to live your life to its 
fullest potential today. Then get up tomorrow 
morning and look in the mirror. You just 
may see a difference.

Jamie Barron jumps 
to her personal best

Andover High junior Jamie 
Barron soared 16’ 7-3/4” to earn 
fourth place in the long jump at 
the girls Eastern States Indoor 
Track and Field Champi- 
onships hosted by Harvard Uni- 
versity. 

Barron’s performance came 
against many of the top female 
high school athletes from a 
dozen eastern seaboard states, 
including all six New England, 
New York, New Jersey, Penn- 
sylvania, Delaware and Mary- 
land. 

The distance was a personal- 
best indoors for Barron, who 
qualified for this meet by plac- 
ing sixth at the State Coaches 
Invitational several weeks ear- 
lier. 

The achievement came 
despite some unusual circum- 
stances.

a. Any current or future alarm user may contract with an alarm company of their choice for the purchase, lease, 
installation and servicing of an alarm system on their premises 

b. No alarm system shall be connected to the Central Dispatch Console without prior written approval of the Chief 

1, This approval shall include municipal connection, direct wire and dial up devices. 

c. The only types of systems which will be allowed to connect to the Central Dispatch Console will be systems 
which utilize telephone dialer transmitters or connection via Municipal Fire Alarm circuit, or such other type deemed 
compatible with the Central Dispatch console. 

1. Existing telephone dialers using voice-type tape recorders are allowed. Such alarm systems are to use the spe- 
cial alarm telephone number set up for this purpose. No alarm equipment shall utilize the primary reporting numbers 
for the Andover Public Safety Center. 

d. Actual connection to the Central Dispatch console will be made by the Town's designated Alarm Contractor or 
Fire Alarm Division Personnel, Alarm users will be required to pay the Alarm Contractor for this service as set forth in 
a contract by the Contractor and the Alarm user. 

e, The supplier will contact the Town's designated alarm contractor ten (10) days in advance of connection to the 
Town Central Dispatch Console. 

{. The Town accepts no liability whatsoever for conditions which prevent proper reception from the user's premises 

(3) Telephone lines will be ordered by the Town designated alarm contractor. 

(h) Operational requirements if connected to an outside audible or visual alarm 

1. The length of time for outside alarm activation shall not exceed fifteen (15) minutes. 

2. All alarm systems which use an audible bell, horn or siren shall be equipped with an automatic shutoff device, 
which will deactivate the alarm system within the specified time in paragraph (1) of this section. All alarm users with an 
audible bell, horn or siren must comply with this section within ninety (90) days of the effective date of this bylaw. 

(i) Fines and cancellation of service: 

1, The following shall not count as false alarms: 

a. Town power failure, b. Telephone company repair, c. Results of a major storm, d. Thirty-day new installation, e 
Break activation, fire or smoke activation 

2. All alarm users must notify the Police Department in advance of any testing of equipment, Failure to notify the 
Police Department in advance of testing equipment shall constitute a false alarm, and be subject to the assessment 
schedule contained herein 

If an automatic protection device is activated with exception of the above paragraph (1), the owner shall be allowed 
up to three (3) false alarms per year. After the third false alarm, the owner will be charged fifteen dollars ($15.00) for 
each additional alarm up to a total of six (6). After the sixth false alarm, each succeeding false alarm shall be charged 
at a rate of fifty dollars ($50.00). The person(s) responsible for the alarm shall be billed on a quarterly basis and noti- 
fied that if he cumulative number of false alarms may suspend response to any further alarms until the situation has 
been corrected, or al the discretion of the alarm owner each successive false alarm alter the notification of disconnect 
will be assessed at seventy-five dollars ($75.00) per false alarm. Written notification must be provided to the Police 
Department within 24 hours of the receipt of the notice of Disconnect in order to avoid the suspension of response to 
further alarms and to accept the additional fee for each successive alarm until the situation can be rectified by the 
alarm user. Notice of Disconnect will be served in hand or by certified mail. Once the alarm problem has been repaired 
and documentation of such repair has been provided to the Police Department and payment has been received for the 
false alarms responded to, then the department will resume response to alarms received. Billing for false alarms will 
be done on a quarterly basis and accumulated false alarms done on a yearly basis from July 1 through June 30 of 
each year. Persons with outstanding balances on alarm fees after 90 days of being billed will be subject to a twenty- 
five dollar ($25.00) processing lee as well as notification of disconnect until the balance is paid in full. 

4, Failure to comply with Section 1, paragraph a, b, c, d or subsection (h) paragraph 1, 2 or Section (i) paragraph 2 
shall be punishable by a fine of twenty-five dollars ($25.00). 

5, A hearing may be requested before the termination from the Town Central Dispatch Console, or the special trun- 
kline within five (5) days of official notification of such termination either by the Town or Town designated Alarm Con- 
tractor. 

|. Exceptions: 

The provisions of this by-law shall not apply to alarm devices owned or controlled by the Town of Andover, nor to 
alarms installed in motor vehicles. 

k. Liability of Town limited: 

The Town shall take every reasonable precaution to assure that alarm and prerecorded messages received by the 
Town Public Safety Central Dispatch are given appropriate attention and are acted upon expeditiously. The Town shall 
not be liable for any defects in operation of automatic protection devices and signal line systems, for any failure or 
neglect to respond appropriately upon receipt of an alarm from such a source. In the event that the Town finds it nec- 
essary to disconnect an automatic protection device or signalling device, the Town shall incur no liability by such 
action. 

Cross reference - Fire Prevention Code, Article X.”

ARTICLE 43. To see if the Town will vote to amend Article VII of the Andover Zoning By-law, by adding a new 
subsection IV.B.IIB as follows:

BY-LAW AFFECTING SMOKING AND THE SALE, VENDING AND DISTRIBUTION OF TOBACCO IN ANDOVER 
SECTION 1, RATIONALE/PURPOSE 

There exists conclusive evidence that tobacco smoke causes cancer, respiratory diseases, cardiovascular disease, 
negative birth outcomes, as well as, irritations to the eyes, nose, and throat. Both smokers and those exposed to sec- 
ond hand smoke are at risk. It is the opinion of the Board of Health that nonsmokers should not be involuntarily 
exposed to tobacco smoke. 

More than 90% of all smokers begin smoking before the age of eighteen (the legal age to purchase cigarettes in 
the Commonwealth) and an estimated 3,000 minors begin smoking every day in the United States. There is therefore, 
an important health need to reduce easy access to tobacco products by youths through strict enforcement of the state 
law prohibiting sales to minors, M.G.L., Chapter 270, Section 6 
SECTION 2, DEFINITIONS 

A. BAR: means an establishment which is primarily dedicated to the serving of alcoholic beverages and in which 
the service of food is only incidental to the consumption of such beverages. This does not include the lounge or bar 
service areas of a food service establishment 

B. DESIGNATED SMOKING AREA: means the area, designated by the proprietor,managerowner or other per- 
son(s) of authority in which smoking is permitted Such areas shall be designated so as to minimize exposure of non- 
smoking patrons and/or employees 

C. EMPLOYEE: means any Individual who performs services for an employer in return for wages or profit 

D. EMPLOYER: means any individual, partnership, association, corporation, trust, or other organized group of indi- 
viduals, including the Town of Andover or any agency thereof, which regularly uses the services of one (I) or more 
employees. 

£. ENCLOSED: means a space bounded by walls with a door and under a rool 

F. FREE-STANDING DISPLAY: means any display of cigarettes or tobacco products which is not attached to or on 
top of a check-out counter, or where distribution of the tobacco products is not directly controlled by an employee 

G. FOOD SERVICE ESTABLISHMENT: means any place in which food is prepared for service with or without 
charge including but not limited to any restaurant, coffee shop, cafeteria, workplace cafeteria, luncheonette, short- 
order cafe, pizza shop, donut shop, grille, tea room, sandwich shop, bar, tavern, or lounge , 

H.INDOOR SPORTS ARENA: means any sports pavilion, gymnasium, health spa, boxing arena, swimming pool, 
roller or ice rink, bowling alley, or other similar place where members of the general public assemble to engage in 
physical exercise, participate in athletic competition or witness sports events 

|. LOUNGE/BAR SERVICE: means any area in a food service establishment where alcoholic beverages are 
served or prepared 

J. MINOR: means person under eighteen years of age 

K. MUNICIPAL BUILDING: For the purpose of this by-law, Municipal Building means the Town Offices, Library, 
Police/Fire Station, Schools and Schoo! Administration Building, Water Treatment Plant, Department of Public Works, 
all Municipal Maintenance Buildings, and any and all facilities owned and operated by the Town 

L. NONSMOKING AREA: means any area that is designated and posted by the proprietor, owner, or person in 
charge as a place where smoking by patrons, employees or others is prohibited 

M. PUBLIC PLACE: means an enclosed, indoor area when open to and used by the general public, including but 
not limited to the following: licensed childcare locations, educational facilities, elevators accessible to the public, clinics 
and nursing homes, inns, hotel and motels lobbies, stairwells, halls, entranceways, public restrooms, libraries, munict- 
pal buildings, museums, retail food establishments, indoor sports arenas, theaters, auditoriums, public transit facilities, 
and any rooms or halls when used for public meetings. A room or hall used for a private social function in which the 
sponsor of the private function and not the owner or proprietor has control over the seating arrangements shall not be 
construed as a public place. 

N. RESTAURANT: means any establishment serving food for consumption on the premises which maintains tables 
for the use of its customers. This includes cafeterias in the workplace. 

O. RETAIL FOOD ESTABLISHMENT: means any establishment commonly known as a supermarket, grocery store 
or convenience store in which the primary activity is the sale of food items to the public for off-premise consumption 

P. RETAIL STORE: means any establishment selling goods, articles or personal services to the public 

Q. SEATING CAPACITY: means the capacity designated on the occupancy permit 

R. SMOKING; means the lighting of any cigar, cigarette, pipe or other tobacco product 

S. TOBACCO: means cigarettes, chewing tobacco, snuff or tobacco in any of its forms 

T. TOBACCO VENDING MACHINES: means a device which dispenses tobacco products by self-service or i 
remote control. 

U. WORKPLACE: means any area within a structure or portion thereof in which one (|) or more employees perform 
services for their employer. It also includes employee lounges, restrooms, conference rooms, hallways, stairways, and 
entranceways. 


SECTION 3, PROHIBITION ON SMOKING IN PUBLIC PLACES 


1. MUNICIPAL 

A. Smoking and the use of other tobacco products shall not be permitted in any Municipal building in the Town of 
Andover. 

2. 

A. Smoking shall not be permitted in any restaurant in the Town of Andover. This shall also include the lounge/bar 
service area in a food service establishment. 

B. Each restaurant shall conspicuously post signs to indicate that it is a non-smoking establishment. The propri- 
etor, manager, or person in charge shall ask patrons who may be smoking to refrain from smoking. 

3, RETAIL STORES 

A. The prohibition on smoking in public places shall apply to retail stores doing business with the general public. 
Smoking areas may be designated in portions of said stores not open to the public and in stores whose business is 
exclusively dedicated to the sale of tobacco products. 

4. OTHER PUBLIC PLACES : 

A. No person shall smoke in any public place as defined in section 2(1) except that smoking shall be permitted in 
specilically designated smoking areas as provided in 4(B). Hallways, elevators, entranceways, stairways, restrooms 
and waiting areas may not be designated as smoking areas. No place governed by this by-law shall be designated as, 
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, a smoking area in its entirety. Nothing in this section shall be construed as to require the creation of a smoking area. 

B. Smoking areas may be designated in museums, clinics, health care facilities, nursing homes, long-term care 
facilities, auditoriums, indoor sporting arenas, hotel and motel lobbies, private schools and theaters provided that com- 
parable nonsmoking areas of sufficient size and capacity are available. Physical barriers and a separate ventilation 
system shall be used to segregate smoking areas from nonsmoking areas. Hallways, elevators, entranceways, Stair- 
wells, restrooms, and waiting areas in all the above facilities may not be designated as smoking areas. Areas designat- 
ed as smoking areas must be conspicuously marked 


5, EXCLUSIONS 
The provisions of this by-law shall not apply to: 

A. Bars, as defined in section 2(a). 

B. Private residences, including private and personal property. 

C. Hotel and motel rooms rented to quests that have been designated as smoking rooms 

D. Stores exclusively dedicated to the sale of tobacco products. 

E. Hotel and motel conference/meeting rooms and private assembly rooms while these places are being used for 
private functions 

' F Private or semiprivate rooms of nursing homes and longterm care facilities,occupied by one (I) or more patients, 
all of whom are smokers who have requested in writing on the facility admission form to be placed in rooms designat- 
ed as smoking rooms. These rooms are to be situated in a manner which will effectively make use of the ventilation 
system so as to provide ambient air quality equal to the ambient air quality in non-smoking areas. Designated smoking 
areas will be terminated upon failure of the ventilation system in that area. 

6. IMPLEMENTATION 

The proprietor(s) or other person(s) in charge of a place covered by this by-law shall prevent smoking in non- 
smoking areas by 

A. Conspicuously posting a notice or sign at each entrance to the public place indicating smoking is prohibited 
therein except in specifically designated smoking areas. In addition, conspicuously posting “SMOKING” and “NO 
SMOKING" signs, or the international "NO SMOKING" symbol, in every area where smoking is permitted or prohibited 
by this by-law 

B. Arranging seating so that physical barriers, ventilation systems and available space are utilized to eliminate the 
presence of smoking by-products in the nonsmoking area Nonsmoking areas are to be situated near the ventilation 
system of the facility. The heating, ventilation and air conditioning system, (HVAC), shall be installed so that no return 
air from smoking areas may enter the unit. ; 

C. Requiring patrons who may be smoking in a non-smoking area either to refrain from smoking or nove to a 
smoking area : 

D. Using any other means which may be appropriate and reasonable to enforce this by-law. 

SECTION 4, RETAIL SALE OF TOBACCO PRODUCTS 

® 1. No person, firm, corporation, establishment, or agency shall sell cigarettes, chewing tobacco products or other 
tobacco products in the Town of Andover unless their purchase is controlled by an employee of the establishment. 
Free-standing displays of cigarettes, chewing tobacco or other tobacco products from which individual packages or 
cartons may be selected by the customer shall not be permitted. 

2. In conformance with Massachusetts General Law Chapter 270, Section 6, no person shall sell cigarettes, chew- 
ing tobacco, snuff or tobacco products in any of its forms to any person under the age of eighteen (18) years old, or 
not being his/her parent or guardian, give cigarettes, snuff or tobacco products in any of its forms to any person under 
the age of eighteen (18) years 

3. In conformance with Massachusetts General Law Chapter 270, Section 7, a copy of Massachusetts General 
Laws Chapter 270, Section 6 shall be posted conspicuously by the owner or other person in charge thereof in the shop 
or other place to sell cigarettes at retail. The notice to be posted shall be that notice provided by the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health. Such notice shall be at least 48 square inches and shall be posted at all cash registers 
where tobacco products may be purchased. They shall be posted in such a manner so that it may be readily seen bya 
person standing at or approaching the cash register. Such notice shall directly face the purchaser and shall not be 
obstructed from view or placed at a height of not less that four (4) feet or greater than nine (9) feet from the floor. 

4. Store owners, managers, or other person in charge where cigarettes, chewing tobacco and other tobacco prod- 
ucts are sold shall conspicuously post and maintain signs that proof of age is required to purchase cigarettes or tobac- 
co products. Ata minimum signs shall be posted at every cash register. 

5. All employees selling cigarettes, chewing tobacco oy other tobacco products in any form will positively establish 
the purchaser's age as eighteen (18) years or older, unless the seller has some other conclusive basis for determining 
the buyer is over the age of eighteen (18). No employee shall sell cigarettes or other tobacco products to a person 
under eighteen (18) years of age who has a note from an adult requesting such sale. 

6. No person, firm, corporation, establishment, or agency selling cigarettes, chewing tobacco, or other tobacco 
products in any of its forms in the Town of Andover shall allow anyone to sell tobacco products until the employee has 
read the by-law and the State Laws pertaining to the sale of tobacco products and has signed a affidavit, supplied by 
the Board of Health to be kept on file at the establishment. The employee's signature will verify that all the applicable 
State and local regulations have been read and understood. This file must be retained for the length of each individu- 
al's employment and must be made available for inspection upon request by the Board of Health or it's agent(s). 

7. Sale or distribution of tobacco products in any form other than an original factory-wrapped package is prohibit- 


ed. 
SECTION 5, TOBACCO 


No person, firm, corporation, establishment or agency shall install or maintain a vending machine to distribute or 
sell tobacco products in the Town of Andover unless the vending machine is located in a bar, and the vending machine 
is located not closer than thirty (30) feet from any entrance or exit. All vending machines allowed under this section 
shall display a conspicuous sign stating that it is illegal for minors to purchase cigarettes and other tobacco products. 


1. The Board of Health may vary the application of any provision of this by-law with respect to any particular case 
when the Board of Health finds the enforcement thereof would do manifest injustice and an equal or greater degree of 
environmental protection can be afforded by granting of the variance; provided, that the decision of the Board of Health 
is not in conflict with the spirit of this by-law. 

2. Every request for a variance shall be made in writing and shall state the specific variance sought and the rea- 
sons thereof. Notice of a variance request must be published in a local newspaper al least two weeks before the 
scheduled date of the public hearing. 

3. Any variance granted must be in writing with a copy available to the public at all reasonable business hours in 
the office of the Town Clerk and in the office of the Board of Health. Any variance granted must be posted on the 
premise in a prominent location for the duration that the variance is in effect. 

SECTION 


1, Any person who violates any section of this bylaw may be subject to the following fines and penalties: 

A. Fifty dollar ($50.00) fine for first offense. 

B. One hundred ($100.00) fine for second offense and every offense thereafter. 

C. Suspension of any license issued by the Board of Health. Such suspension shall not exceed a period of seven 
(7) days. 

D. Removal of vending machine. 

2. Violations of this by-law and penalties listed in Section 7(1) and 7(2) may be enforced as provided for in M.G.L. 
Chapter 40, Section 21D (Non-Criminal Disposition). The designated enforcement officer of this by-law shall be the 
agents of the Board of Health. 

.- 3, In addition to the remedies provided by Section 7(1) and 7(2), the Board of Health may apply for injunctive relief 
to enforce the provisions of this by-law in any court of competent jurisdiction. 

4. Any person aggrieved by the willful failure or refusal to comply with restrictions in any municipal building may 
complain in writing to the Board of Health. The Board of Health, or its agent, shall respond in writing within twenty (20) 
working days to the complainant citing the results of its investigation into the complaint and any action taken to enforce 
the provisions of this by-law. 

5, Compliance monitoring of this by-law and its requirements may be enforced through periodic inspections or oth- 


er legal means. 


8, SEVERABILITY 
1. Each provision of this by-law is construed as separate to the extent that if any section, item, sentence, clause, or 
phrase is determined to be invalid for any reason, the remainder of this by-law shall continue in full force and effect. 


EFFECTIVE DATE 

The provisions of this by-law will become effective thirty (30) days from the date of approval by the Office of the 
Attorney General of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts.

cle. 

Although the article proposes appro- 
priating $500,000 for the acquisition of 
the roughly seven acres of land at 400 
S. Main St. “for municipal purposes,” 
that land has been chosen by seniors as 

_ the spot they would like for a new 
senior center and the intent of the arti- 
cle is to put the town in the position of 
being able to buy it. The actual price 
for the land is more likely to be in the 
ball park of $350,000, according to the 
discussion Monday night. 

There are wetlands and drainage 
concerns with that ptece of land, and 
even seniors acknowledge that that 
spot ultimately may not end up as the 

site of the proposed new senior center. 
But the seniors, who have vowed to 
raise $3 million to build a new senior 

..« center if the town will provide the site, 
want to move ahead with fund-raising 
efforts and say the designation of a site, 
any site, will aid those efforts. And at 
the behest of seniors, Selectman Larry 
Larsen proposed including re-opening 
the warrant to include the article. 

At the end of January, seniors asked 
selectmen to help them procure that 
piece of land, and the board directed 
Town Manager Buzz Stapezynski to 
assist them in whatever way he could. 
However, the process required by the 
state to procure land involves a bid- 
ding process that cannot be completed 
before Town Meeting, and rather than 

« wait for a special town meeting in the 
fall, seniors wanted to go ahead and get 
_the appropriation for this piece of land 
now.

Article proposes to buy land 


Dr. Larsen said it was 
not politics but a 


“brilliant option,” 


in his opinion. 


“We need to identify a piece of land 
to aid in our fund-raising activities,” 
said Martin Epstein, a member of the 
Council on Aging. 

Some selectmen, including Mr. 
Downs, did not favor buying a piece of 
land that may not even be used for the 
senior center, saying that that was an 
expense the town could not afford. But 
Dr. Larsen said that, should it not be 
chosen as the best site for the senior 
center between now and Town Meet- 
ing, the town would not have to buy it. 
But he also said the town might want 
to consider buying seven acres anyway 
because it would be valuable as conser- 
vation land and would provide access 
to 44 adjacent acres of open space 
already owned by the town. Dr. Larsen 
and Mr. Stapezynski also said a num- 
ber of seniors were upset at the idea 
that the land acquisition proposal for a 


‘senior center site might not be on the 


warrant. 

Mr. Downs did not approve of the 
manner in which the article was con- 
cocted by the town manager and indi- 
cated that Mr. Stapezynski drew up the 
article and had it ready for a vote at 
Town Meeting by going behind his

back. Mr. Downs said he talked with 
Mr. Stapezynski at noon on Monday 
and was told nothing about this article 
coming up at the meeting Monday 
night. He also said Town Counsel Tom 
Urbelis was in Mr. Stapezynski’s office 
at noon Monday for the purpose of 
drawing up the article, but that neither 
of them mentioned it to him. 

“T don’t believe it’s your job or our 
town counsel's job to look for loopholes 
to put things on the town warrant, or to 
appease political pressure,” Mr. Downs 
said. 

Dr. Larsen said using the loopholes 
was “an effort to make government 
work,” in this case for the seniors, It’s 
an effort to try and help a group of peo- 
ple achieve something, Dr. Larsen said. 
He said it was not politics but a “bril- 
liant option,” in his opinion. 

Mr. Stapezynski said he prepared 
the warrant article, just as he had pre- 
pared one for the school Building and 
Grounds Oversight Committee article, 
(which members chose not to address), 
in case the board wanted to consider it. 

Selectman James Barenboim 
defended Mr. Stapezynski and credited 
Dr. Larsen’s “diligence” in pursuing 
the seniors’ interests as the reason the 
warrant article made it to the meeting. 
Selectman Charles Wesson skipped 
over the protocol controversy and sup- 
ported at least putting the article on 
the warrant. 

“Tf we do make an error, I think we 
ought to make it on behalf of the 
seniors,” Mr, Wesson said.

17 the proposals for all properties sub- 
mitted to the town for consideration as 
sites for the senior center will be 
opened. Those sites will be considered 
and either one will be selected as the 
site for a new senior center or none 
will be judged acceptable and the town 
will continue looking for other sites. 

In either case, should the town not 
choose the South Main Street property 
for the senior center, since the article 
is already on the warrant, it will then 
have the option at Town Meeting in 
April of either buying the land for con- 
servation purposes or not buying the 
land. 

“Tt gives the option to the taxpayer 
at Town Meeting,” Dr. Larsen said. 

It is possible that, if the land is not 
selected for the site for the new senior 
center later this month, the warrant 
article will be withdrawn by select- 
men. 

If at the end of the bidding process a 
different piece of land is selected as the 
best site for a senior center, this war- 
rant article will not help. In that case, 
money would have to be appropriated 
through another warrant article at a 
future town meeting for purchase of 
that site. 

Other land articles 

Two other articles on the April 
Town Meeting warrant propose 
procuring two other pieces of land: one 
for $78,279 for an acre of land at 19 
Moraine St. that would be for the 
schools; the other for $200,000 for prop- 
erty at 27-29 Pearson St. that would be 
used by the Department of Public 
Works.

We all know that exercise is good for 
us. It lowers blood pressure, reduces 
cholesterol and helps relieve anxiety, 
depression and stress. But finding the 
time and the energy for a strenuous 
workout can be difficult. 

Now, however, the Centers for Dis- 
ease Control suggests that even simple 
everyday activity can provide a useful 
level of exercise, 

Just 30 minutes a day of mild activi- 
ty such as gardening, raking leaves, 
taking short walks or climbing the 


Stairs is all you need. You don’t even 
have to do it all at one time. Instead 
you can scatter your workout through- 
out the day. Take a 15-minute walk at 
lunch, spend 10 minutes raking leaves 
and five minutes vacuuming. 

Even seniors can profit from a vari- 
ety of exercises. A recent Tufts Univer- 
sity study found that regular exercise 
helped people 90 and older move more 
comfortably and perform daily activi- 
ties more easily even when they are 
coping with chronic illness or are 
wheelchair-bound.
